Annual meeting of the Palm 
Springs Com m unity hospital w ill 
be held at 3:30 p.m. Thursday, 
members were reminded today. 
The meeting w ill be held at 
the E l Paseo theater, the city 
council chambers. 
Cards have been sent out to all 
members of the Community hos­ 
pital association. 


O F F IC E R S w ill be elected, re­ 
ports of the past year heard and 
plans for the new year made. 
On October 21 the association 
signed a lease for the premises 
at Torney General hospital which 
they now occupy. In the nine 
months that the hospital has been 
in operation, it has supplied a 
much needed service for the V il­ 
lage and since that time has ad­ 
mitted almost 600 patients. 
There 
have 
been almost 
50 
births since the hospital opened 
last 
March, 
approximately 
200 
minor and emergency operations, 
60 major operations, and almost 
500 x-rays and 
860 laboratory 
tests. 


T H E S T A F F consists of 27 doc­ 
tors, 11 of them active members, 
six temporary members and ten 
courtesy 
m e m b e r s . Including 
nurses, technicians and non-pro­ 
fessional 
employees, 
there 
are 
about 40 on the staff. 
Mrs. Blanche Turonnet, chair­ 
man of the public relations com­ 
mittee of 
the hospital, in her 
report, pointed out that in order 
to set up the hospital as a w o rk ­ 
ing institution . . . and keep it 
operating 
during 
the 
summer 
months, it became necessary to 
spend $17,000 on capital outlay 
and 
$19,000 
for 
operating 
ex­ 
penses. 


"Y O U C A N S E E that promot­ 
ing this hospital and keeping it 
in operation has not been an easy 
task nor w ill it be for some time. 
W e ask that your interest does 
not lag and that you w ill con­ 
tinue to give us your loyal sup­ 
port, so badly needed, she said 
in concluding her report. 
The Com munity hospital is in­ 
cluded in the Community Chest 
drive, now already under w ay.

TECHNICOLOR DREAM WEED 
—Concluded 
The Toloache or Datura cere­ 
mony of the Cahuilla Indians has 
been desribed in great detail by 
Lucille Hooper in her monograph 
(University of California Press) 
on the Cahuilla Indians of the 
Palm Springs area. Using the facts 
presented therein, let’s imagine 
that we are a young boy just be­ 
come of age and ready to indulge 
in this dangerous and sometimes 
fatal puberty ceremony. 
“I am a Cahuilla boy. I have 
just reached the age of manhood. 
So have several other young men 
in our village. Many months ago 
this date h a d been set by the 
tribal old men, and so we, the un­ 
initiated, are led away from the 
village and isolated in a brush 
inclosure. Here we must remain 
for five days before the actual 
ceremony. Here, no one but the 
food-bringer, who comes twice a 
day, may see us. And during this 
time we can eat neither salt nor 
grease. 


"WHILE WE ARE thus isolated, 
the old men have gone out into 
the desert and gathered Datura 
plants, which they call ‘kiki-so- 
wiT, and from these plants they 
have made a decoction. 
Then, 
for three straight nights they all 
dance until they áre completely 
exhausted; on the last night, we 
are all brought out of our seclu­ 
sion and back to the village. We 
are clad in arrow-weed skirts and 
we have eagle feathers in our 
hair. Forming a line, each one 
of us in turn is forced to drink 
some of this sacred liquid made 
from the Datura. 
The correct 
amount is varied with each of us, 
as determined by the medicine 
men, who estim ate our respective 
physical conditions. 
“Next we are told to dance 
wildly about the fire, and to sing 
and chant the songs we have been 
taught. I do this. My throat feels 
dry and parched; my forehead is 
hot. But I dance on. Very soon 
I begin to get dizzy. This feeling 
is probably intensified by the 
semi-fasting we had to submit to 
before the ceremony. The figures 
grouped about the fire begin to 
blur, coming into sharp focus for 
a few seconds and then fading 
into a mass of indistinct color. 
Shortly, I fall to the earth, weak 
and giddy. I feel hot all over, yet 
I don’t perspire. I’m breathing 
fast now, in s h o r t spasmodic 
gasps. I can feel my heart pound­ 
ing loudly in my chest. 


"THE SHAPES around the fire 
swim before me, rising and float­ 
ing without weight, ever chang­ 
ing form. Suddenly a huge rat- 
lesnake, a flam ing red serpent, 
glides out of the flames and to­ 
ward me. Its mouth gapes wide, 
and yellow flam es dart out at me. 
I cringe and it's gone. Now it's 
a giant lizard, crawling slowly 
but surely in my direction. I can 
see its long green claws sinking 
in the earth with each step. Its 
blue tail is switched from side 
to side as it moves. It comes 
closer . . . c l o s e r . . . then the 
flames leap up and devour it. I 
struggle to crawl away but in 
vain. Now it is I who float above 
the embers. My body seems like 
liquid. Up . . . up . . . I descend 
slowly, like a leaf in a breeze . . . 
whirling around . . . and around 
. . . then down . . . and back on 
the ground w ithout a jolt. Waves 
of blue color cascade down upon 
me, gradually changing to purple 
as I slide away into space . . . an 
all-engulfing space. And I drop 
off into a deep profound slumber. 
"While I have been envisioning 
all this, the other youths have 
fallen delirious, one by one, and 
have been dragged away into a 
corner to sleep the drug off. But 
the elders of the tribe continue

their wild singing and dancing, 
all through the night, repeating 
each song and dance three times. 
Then, at a signal, the medicine 
men suddenly dash into the cen­ 
ter of the crealing and stamp out 
the glowing fire embers with 
their bare feet! The ceremony is 
concluded. Now we are men, fully 
prepared for the future, having 
received advice from our gods. 


"TWENTY-FOUR HOURS later 
we begin to come to. Our heads 
throb and ache. Our bodies feel 
weak and bruised, as if we’d been 
beaten bodily. We feel depressed 
and morose and are easily irri­ 
tated. One of us never does re­ 
gain consciousness. The medicine 
man had over-estimated his en­ 
durance, and had given him too 
much of the decoction!" 
* 
Thus we conclude an imaginary 
account of how the Datura was 
used in the Toloache ceremony 
of the local Cahuilla Indians 
years ago. 
Other tribes and peoples used 
the Jimson for slightly different 
purposes. For instance, the Zuni's 
of New Mexico gave it to a per­ 
son suffering from a broken limb, 
just before they set the bone; in 
this fashion, the drug acted as a 
simple general anesthesia. 
The 
Gabrieleno tribe of southern Cali­ 
fornia used the plant not to ob­ 
tain visions, but to become strong 
and to ensure good hunting; they 
also had the notion that it pro­ 
tected them from enemy arrows, 
from grizzly bears (now extinct 
in their area), and from rattle­ 
snake bite. 
Many students of the ancient 
Greeks believe that the same 
drug was widely used at the fa­ 
mous oracle of Delphi, where the 
priests collapsed in a fit and told 
all sorts of things they saw while 
in this “spell.” The ancient Incan 
priests in Peru were definitely 
known to use the Datura to ob­ 
tain ritual visions. 


AN INTERESTING STORY is 
re-told by Vernon Quinn in his 
excellent book on Seeds. It seems 
that during the Bacon Rebellion 
in Virginia, during the colonial 
days, a group of soldiers were 
sent to quell the disturbance. Un­ 
knowingly, the cook for the group 
gathered a quantity of young 
Datura plants and cooked them 
up as greens. 
Fortunately, the 
plants were all quite young and 
cooked for a long time, or else 
the outcome would have been 
tragic indeed. However, for elev­ 
en days the soldiers were all tem­ 
porarily insane, cutting mad ca­ 
pers and behaving like idiots, so 
the early chronicles tell us. 
Thus it will be seen that the 
Technicolor Dream Weed, as I’ve 
termed it, is a fairly common wild 
plant of world-wide distribution, 
and potentially a very dangerous 
shrub. The curious would do well 
to leav it entirely alone and to 
forego any thoughts of experi­ 
menting with its dream-invoking 
drug stramonium, for lethal doses 
have far too often been taken in 
such innocent trials. And remem­ 
ber that even the Indian shamans, 
who were experienced in using 
the drug, even they made fatal 
errors. If you MUST have a Tech­ 
nicolor nightmare, go to the mo­ 
vies. At least in a theatre, you 
can be reasonably sure of coming 
out alive and uninjured. 
That 
isn't always the case with the 
Datura.

Two Village Youths Last to See 


Upper Tramway Terminal in 1946 
And the First to See Site in 194? 
(NOTE: Last year three local 
boys climbed to Round Valley, 
on the top of the San Jacinto 
mountains, to see 1946 in. This 
year, two of these same lads, 
Dick Raun and Ted Lotz, look 
the same trip to welcome in 
1947. The following account of 
the trip, written by young Raun 
and edited by Lloyd Mason 
Smith of the Desert Museum, 
tells of the gruelling climb.— 
Ed.) 
We left Fern Valley near Idyll- 
wild at 7 in the morning, on De­ 
cember 30, 1946. It was bitterly 
cold, and there were patches of 
snow and ice along the trail. Off 
to our left we could see snow 
blowing off the top of Marion 
Mountain, almost like smoke. The 
icy wind kept us from resting for 
any length of time and from tak­ 
ing many pictures with our cam­ 
eras. Above us we could gaze up 
at the snow covered cliffs of Tah- 
quitz Peak. 
By 11:45 that morning we had 
finally reached the top of the 
Devil’s Slide. Our feet were so 
cold that we had to stop and 
build a fire, in nearly three feet 
snow, to tljaw them out. After 
an hour of warming our feet and 
eating our lunch, we continued 
on our way, going slightly down­ 
hill through S k u n k Cabbage 
Meadow. We had come three 
miles already, and now we had 
three more across the meadow 
to Willow Creek. Two feet of 
snow covered the entire area. 
FROM WILLOW CREEK we 
climbed through a foot of snow 
on the south slope to reach Hid­ 
den Lake where, on the other side 
of the ridge, we found the snow 
had increased to nearly three feet 
in depth. Little Hidden Lake was 
frozen solid, just as we had found 
it last New Year’s. It was get­ 
ting dark, and from Desert View, 
on the brink of a 3,000 foot cliff 
at the edge of Hidden Lake, we 
could look down on Palm Springs 
(7,500 feet below us) and see the 
reddish glow of the setting sun 
on the Little San Bernardino 
Mountains beyond. 
Sinking almost to our knees 
with every step in the deep snow, 
we floundered on up the north 
slope above Long Valley. By 
this time it was dark, and we had 
to rely upon our flashlights to

find the trail. Once we lost our 
course, just as we had last year, 
and as before, after much wan­ 
dering, finally located it again. 
It wasn't untií 6:30 that night that 
we reached Round Valley, ut­ 
terly exhausted and with freez­ 
ing feet. We lost no time in get­ 
ting into the small shelter cabin 
there. With considerable effort 
we managed to close the two 
large openings on either side of 
the fireplace, using a poncho and 
the crude door we had made on 
the last trip. Soon we had built 
a blazing fire from pine branches 
we found within the cabin, and 
the cheery heat and warm light 
heightened our spirits. No late 
hours that night. We crawled into 
our sleeping bags, still dressed in 
several layers of clothes. Since 
our canteens were frozen, we had 
no woter. We looked at our ther­ 
mometer once that night, at 10:30, 
and saw that the mercury resig- 
tered 10 above zero! 
NEXT MORNING, at 8:45, the 
temperature was still only 18 de­ 
grees above. We hurriedly ate 
breakfast. The sky was clear and 
cloudless, but a strong wind was 
blowing loose snow in through 
the cracks of the cabin. Most of 
this second day, December 31, we 
spent inside the cabin, except for 
a few necessary chores such as 
getting more fire-wood and chop­ 
ping through ice and snow to get 
water, which we had to set be­ 
side the fire to keep from freez­ 
ing. Outside, below the cabin, 
the 9,000 foot valley was blank­ 
eted with over three feet of snow, 
and the wind, sweeping unhin­ 
dered across this broad meadow, 
had carved the banks into strange 
shapes of erosion, like a sculp­ 
tures Above us we could see San 
Jacinto and Jean Peaks, the scat­ 
tered pines near their tops now 
heavily laden with snow. It was 
out of the question to even at­ 
tempt climbing either peak, even 
though we had planned on doing 
so.That night. New Year’s Eve, we 
crawled into our sleeping bags | 
early, and before a blazing fire, 
the wind whistling through the 
chinks in the walls, we slept 1947 
in. All that day the temperature | 
had not risen above 25 degrees! 
WE STARTED OFF the New 
Year next day by trying unsuc­ 
cessfully to toboggan on the loose 
snow, and then decided to return 
to Idyllwild a day earlier than 
scheduled because of the inadvis­ 
ability of trying to climb San 
Jacinto Peak. Our extra food 
we added to our cache of pre­ 
vious trips, and started on our 
way again with lightened loads. 
Along the trail in several places 
we found that our packed foot­ 
prints, made on the ascent, had 
been since carved around by the 
wind, and now stood, an inch or 
so above the surface. In other 
places, our trail had been com­ 
pletely erased. 
From a distance we took pic­ 
tures of the tramway terminus, 
where on our last hike in Sep­ 
tember, we had found the en­ 
gineers had blasted away rock 
and cut down some trees, leaving 
one tree in the center of the gap 
with a flag on it. This landmark 
made the site easy to spot, even 
in deep snow. At Hidden Lake 
we again paused to take pictures 
of Palm Springs from Desert 
View From here down to Willow 
Creek we made good time, but 
the uphill stretch to the Devil’s 
Slide trail was very tiring, even 
though the snow was hard and 
not too deep. 
STARTING DOWN the last 
three miles of our trip, we found 
our route icy and covered with 
loose snow slides and piles of 
icicles from the overhanging tree 
limbs. In many places the going 
was dangerous and of necessity 
very slow. We were taking no 
chances. Below us, along the 
u p p e r portion of Strawberry 
Creek, we could hear several coy­ 
otes yapping excitedly. Perhaps 
they had detected our presence. 
As the sun went down behind 
a cloud-bank on the horizon, the 
whole mountainside blazed up a 
reddish orange, a fitting conclu­ 
sion to our three day trek. Walk­ 
ing the last mile and a half in 
darkness, we finally r e a c h e d 
Idyllwild at 6:30, the night of Jan­ 
uary 1, 1947, with quite sore feet 
and dim flishlights. We had been 
the last in 1946 to visit the tram­ 
way site, and the first in 1947, 
just as we had the previous New 
Year’s.

ALREADY THE H O T E L is 
booked to capacity for the season 
and the sale of home sites, each 
an acre in the first parcel opened, 
has been quietly going on for 
sometime.

Cree then decided to go to New 
York to see w hat could be done 
about financing the project but 
the crash of 192!) dashed his hopes 
and he returned to Palm Springs. 


MEANWHILE F r a n k B ogert 
came to Palm Springs and for a 
time m anaged th e stables at the 
Deep Well Ranch. Later he m oved 
to Smoke Tree and in 1931 took 
over the operation of N orm an's 
stables. During th e years of 1933 
and 1934 Bogert became the p u b ­ 
licity director of the El M irador 
and really learned the art of b al­ 
lyhoo and picture taking.

OUT OF THE NAVY in 1945, 
the ex-naval veteran set about 
gathering all of the lose ends 
which had as its center the crea­ 
tion of Thunderbird Ranch. 
A 
corporation had b e e n formed. 
Among those in the organization 
are Paul M. Browne, retired W y­ 
oming cattlem an. He is the p res­ 
ident of Thunderbird. 
Mr. and

ton, Robert S. McDonald, form er 
navy pilot, and William G. G il­ 
more h f San Francisco are all 
members of the board of direc­ 
tors.

Tax Notes 
By EDWARD J. NELISSEN 


EMPLOYER OR INDEPENDENT 
CONTRACTOR? 


You may often be faced with 
this problem in connection with 
withholding taxes from wages, 
deducting and paying Social Se­ 
curity taxes and compensation in­ 
surance. 
Generally, the relation of em- 
ployer-employee exists if the per­ 
son for whom services are per­ 
formed has the right to control 
and direct the individual who 
performs the services, not only 
as to the result to be accomp­ 
lished by the work but also as to 
the details and means by which 
that result is acomplished. It is 
not necessary that the employer 
actually direct or control the man­ 
ner in which the services are 
performed; it is sufficient if he 
has the right to do so. 


WAGES PAID covering the fol­ 
lowing services are not subject 
o withholding and Social Security 
taxes: 
Agricultural labor 
Domestic service 
Casual labor. 
Sometimes an employee may 
be employed in work subject to 
the withholding and Social Secur­ 
ity taxes and also in work not 
subject by the same employer. 
In that case the rule is that if 
one-half or more of the work per­ 
formed is subject to the taxes 
then all of the wages paid to that 
partiular employee are subject to 
the taxes. 
Officers of a corporation are 
employees and salaries received 
by them are subject to withhold­ 
ing and Social Security taxes. 
Physicians, lawyers, 
dentists, 
public accountants, public stenog­ 
raphers and others who follow an 
independent trade, business or 
profession are independent con­ 
tractors and not employees. 
It is in connection with inde­ 
pendent contractors that most of 
the problem arise. The laws, regu­ 
lations and interpretations are so 
varied that no general rule can 
be given. 
One example is that of a night 
club owner who employs an en­ 
tertainer or group of entertainers. 
Entertainers generally follow an 
independent profession and since 
they have heavy expenditures in 
connection with their work, most 
entertainers will insist that they 
are independent contractors and 
not employees and that therefore 
no withholding and social security 
taxes should be deducted from 
their remuneration. However the 
commissioner of internal revenue 
has ruled that entertainers are 
employees unless their engage­ 
ment is for six weeks or less and 
then only if they are not under 
a “Form B” union contract.

The employer is partly pro­ 
tected if on or before February 
15th of each year he files Forms 
1099, information returns covering 
payments of fees, salaries, wages, 
commissions and bonuses of $500 
or more not subject to withhold­ 
ing. If the employee then pays 
the tax due, the employer is at 
least relieved of that liability but 
he is still liable for penalties for 
failure to withhold as well as for 
Federal Old Age and State Un­ 
employment taxes and the penal­ 
ties for failure to pay these taxes 
when due.
